erage Ohio pasture, a cow would 
have to take 180 bites of grass a 
minute for 12 hours in order to 
keep 
its milk 
production lip 
to 
scratch, says D. It. Dodd, agrono­ 
mist at Ohio State university. 
If a cow is to produce 25 to 35 
pounds of milk, it m ust consume 
200 pounds of grass to get the nec­ 
essary am ount of digestible pro­ 
teins and nutrient", he figures. 
The average pasture has only 
about 1,200 pounds of grass an acre 
available at one time, so the cow 
would have to Harvest one-sixth of 
an acre daily, 
And th a t calls for 
180 bites a m inute for 12 hours.

When a checking account cus­ 
tomer writes a check tor more money 
than he has in his account, it is called 
an "overdraft." In such cases the bank 
is obliged to refuse payment and the 
check is returned marked, "N.S.F."— 
meaning "Not Sufficient Funds." 
An overdraft is a black mark 
against the credit of the one who issues 
it. It is illegal for a bank to honor such 
a check and bank examiners hold the 
bank strictly accou n tab le in a ll 
such cases. 
Most overdrafts are uninten­ 
tional. They can be prevented by the 
use of more care in figuring the 
amounts on the check stubs.
